Prince 
rthttr, who is now,to -have £10,000 a year 
lore, i? already in receipt of £15,000. His 
•other, Prince Alfred, received the same 
mount—£15,000 ^-when 'he came of age, 
nl £10,000 when he married. In addition 
D what the Queen has got, the State has 
aid fur the ditfeicnt members of the royal 
aniily now living £2,200,000. This cash 
ayineut in no way represents the total cost 


royalty. The I'rince of Wales has the 


evenues arising from tho Duchy of Corn- 
all, and the state maintains twelve or 
otirteen palaces and costly pleasure grounds 
ir residential purposes. There are, also, 
21,700 paid annually iu the shape of pe»- 
ons tbr old officials of tbe court. TUe 
hole cost of the Queen aud royal family to 
ie counlry is nearly lliiee-quarters of a mil- 
oil a year.

-Throughou 
the State the soil is generally very rich, an

surface it is deep red, rich and very prodtic 
live. Tobacco, In which she outranks a! 
other States in quality aud quantity, ha 
been tha,prlncipal product; but this is rap- 
idly exhausting much of the best soil, anc 
before many years there will be less raised 
or Ihe land will become worn-out and use 
less.

It Is misfortune enough 
a be ill, without becoming an instrument ol 
death lo others.—New York Tribune.

DP Elliott Coues, the otuitliolostst, lifts 


up his voice in The American Naturalist 
against the sparrows. He speaks of them as 
» nuisance, as "pestilent famine-breed- 
ers," and as " the wretched interlopers which 
we have so thoughtlessly Introduced and 
played with, and cuddled, like a parcel of 
hysterical, slate-pencil-eating school giils." 
The Doctor asserts that the sparrows in the 
country already number " countless mil- 
lions." and ho anticipates the terrible hnvoc 
they will commit iu tho grain fields, orchards 
and kitchen gardens a few years honce when 
they will have increased to " millions of mil- 
lions." 
He brings a formidable list of 


charges against the interlopers and declares 
that "promptand nlrmgenl measures should 
be taken as a mailer of National economy 
to check their increase." 
Although evi- 


dently not a " philopasseriUi," Dr. Coues 
would not wage against the sparrows a war 
if esteiminallon, but offers llicso sugges- 
lious for keeping down their numbers: 1. 
Let the birds shift lor themselves; turn them 
loose and put them on tho same fooling as 
other birds. That is, take down the boxes 
and all the special conliivances for shelter- 
!ng and petling the birds; slop feeding them; 
Jtop supplying them wilh building materials; 
let them take cure of themselves. 11. Abol- 
ish tho legal penalties for killing them. 
The 


birds aie now under the arm of the law, 
which protects them from most of the natu- 
ral vicissitudes of bird-life. Let tho boys 
iill them if they wish ; or let them be trap- 
ped and used as pigeoi.s or glass balls are 
now used, in aliooiing matches among sports- 
men. Vast numbers of pigeons are destroy- 
ed iii this way; there are even " sparrow- 
?lubs '' in various cities, which make a busi- 
tess of praclising on various of our small 
Jirds, for which the European sparrows 
ivould be an admirable substitute, answer- 
ng all the conditions these marksmen could 
desire. In this way the birds might even 
ie made the source of somo littla rovenne, 
nstead of a burden and a pest; thoy are to 
be had In practically unlimited numbers', 
and could be sold by the city to such per- 
ions as might desire to use them for sport- 
ng purposes.

ber, consumed every year in this country, 
"We'liave now," it says, " ahoul 00,000 
miles ol railroad; the annual consumption 
for ties or sleepers alone is 40,0(.0,000, or 
thirty yours' growl.li of 75,000 an'es. 
To 


fonce these roads would require at least. UK)-, 
000 miles offence, which would cost $43-, 
000,000 to build, and take at least 413,000-, 
COO annually to keep in repair. 
U'e have 


76,000 miles of wire, which requires in its 
pulling up 800,000 trees, while the annual 
repairs must laku 800,000 more. The littlo. 
insignificant lucifer match consumes annu- 
ally in its manufacture 300.000 cuhie feet of 
tho liinest pine. The bricks that nre annu- 
ally baked require 2,000,000 colds of wood, 
which would 'sweep the limber clean from 
50,000 acres. Shoepegs are quite as import- 
ant an article us matches or hricKs, and to 
make the required annual supply (onsumes 
100,000 cords of line timber, while I lie man- 
ufactuie of lasts and boot-trees takes 500-, 
000 cords of maple, beech and birch, and 
about the same amount is required for 
plane-slocks and the handles nf tools. 
The 


packing-boxes made in ilia United States iu 
1874 amounted to $12,000,000, n hile the 
timber manufactured into agricultural im- 
plements, wagons, etc., is more than S1UH-, 
000,000. The firm and rural fenci's of the 
country consume an immense amount of 
lumber andlimher annually, but as ne grow 
older as a nation, this consumption may, 
and prooably will, be reduced by '.he more 
general use of live fences or hedg 'S. 
Our 


consumption of timber is not only daily on 
the iuciease, but. our cxportalion of limber 
is also rapidly increasing. 
Our sta\es 50 by 


tue million to France annually ; walnut, oali, 
maple and pine to England, and spars and 
docking Umber to China and Japan.'1
